HOW  TO  GROW  RODMAN  WANAMAKER  Of  course,  for  largest  flower,  leave  only  the  terminal  bud  to  a 

single  stem  plant;  disbudding  all  the  way  to  the  ground.  For  4 
to  6  flowers,  pinch  out  the  plant  with  two  or  three  pairs  of  leaves  according  to  number  of  shoots  wanted.  For  the  garden  or  for 
commercial  cut  flowers,  allow  the  plant  to  grow  naturally;  tie  securely  to  a  stout  stake.  When  buds  appear,  remove  the  terminal 
and  next  two.  Then  disbud  all  lateral  branches  as  buds  develop,  leaving  only  the  terminal  bud  on  each  branch.  This  will  give  you 
plants  like  the  illustration  opposite.
